O u r S ta te Leg isla tu re

The object of this series of a r­ 
ticles has been to help bring to 
the attention of those interested, 
certain 
legislation w hich con­ 
fronted the legislature in the 
1949 general 
session. 
Attem pt 
has «also been m ade to discuss 
some of the functions of slate 
governm ent, so th at its scope 
and im portance m ay be more 
readily realized. 
This is my concluding article 
in this series. I hope th at these 
reports have contained inform a­ 
tion w hich will encourage g re at­ 
er interest in state governm ent. 
The size of state governm ent 
alone is enough to w arrant our 
continuing interest. T his size is 
usually expressed by referring to 
the 
m agnitude 
of the 
sta te ’s 
budget. It should also be noted 
that the hierarchy of state gov­ 
ernm ent in C alifornia now in ­ 
cludes 
the follow ing 
approxi­ 
m ate num ber of subdivisions, 18 
departm ents, 
70 
divisions. 
44 
boards, 25 comm issions, 20 b u ­ 
reaus and six authorities. 
Not included in this b reak ­ 
down. however, are the various 
advisory councils, the ad ju tan t 
general’s office, the U niversity 
of California. H astings School of 
Law, the state fire m arshall and 
several other related activities. 
It-does not seem proper to a s­ 
sume an attitu d e critical of slate 
government, m erely because of 
its size alone. The trem endous 
growth of California has neces­ 
sitated 
the increase in m any 


state functions. Surveys w ith the 
object of an expense reducing 
reorganization are going to be 
conducted by an interim com­ 
m ittee of the assem bly, and a n ­ 
other of the senate. 
But adm inistrative reorganiza­ 
tion is m erely a step in th e di­ 
rection of more economical gov­ 
ernm ent. A more com plete u n ­ 
derstanding by a m uch larger 
percentage of the voters of the 
m any things state governm ent 
is doing should be accomplished.

O ver 48 h ighw ay project rec­ 
om m endations for southern Cali­ 
fornia state highw ays w ere a n ­ 
nounced last w eek by th e Cali­ 
fornia state cham ber of com­ 
m erce w ith one local project on 
the agenda.

E rnest M. Jensen, chairm an of 
the county-w ide civic board, said 
resu lts of a board survey re ­ 
vealed enough im provem ent re ­ 
cently in th e housing situation 
to ju stify th e decontrol move. 
"W e find th at there are now 
enough re n ta ls vacant and a v a il­ 
able a t reasonable rates in B eau­ 
m ont and B anning to Indicate 
th a t th e dem and for housing is 
fairly w ell m et,” Jensen said. 
"W e are therefore exercising 
pow er g ran ted us a s a civic 
board under federal law , to for­ 
w ard a n official recom m endation 
for decontrol to Tighe E. Woods, 
n atio n al housing expediter. 
"W e are also m oving ahead 
w ith surveys of other areas a* 
p art of our program for gradual, 
progressive decontrol of R iver­ 
side county,” the board c h a ir­ 
m an continued. “W herever we 
find 
th e 
ren tal 
m arket 
h as 
reached 
a 
reasonably 
norm al 
state, w e’ll m ake fu rth er recom ­ 
m endations for decontrol. 
"Facts, not opinions, however, 
w ill be our sole guide,” Jensen 
added.

The Riverside County Rent Ad­ 
visory Board is a five-m an civic 
panel nom inated by county s u ­ 
pervisors, approved by Governor 
E arl W arren, and given official 
powers by federal law to hear 
appeals from decision of the 
area rent office.

You know, If you w ant to ap 
predate this country, you don' 
even have to leave it; you can 
just talk about it for a short time. 
The Capitol doctor tells you to 
get all sorts of inoculations, de­ 
pending on the countries you ex­ 
pect to visit, and he gives you 
various pills and powders, for the 
conditions you'll have to meet. 
The bank looks up, for you, reg­ 
ulations about the money you 
have with you, of the countries 
you visit. You’d better take soap, 
and toilet paper, and this and 
that, you're told. It won't he the 
sam e there, is the unanimous 
opinion. 
Well, why won’t it he the 
sam e? Is there some magic, that 
in America people can travel 
around, when and where they 
w ant? And cross state lines, 
farther apart than national lines 
abroad, without emptying their 
p o c k e t s , and displaying the 
m o n e y they have? And not worry 
about the water, and Ihe milk, 
and the sanitation? And buy 
soap and toilet paper, and a 
thousand other things the people 
abroad never had, and some of 
them .never saw? 
The United States has V*r of 
the worlds population; but we 
have, on recent figures. 86'r of 
the refrigerators: 83rrof all the 
automobiles; 8 1 -o i the bath­ 
tubs; 79T* of the radios; 76'; of 
the vacuum cleaners, and 78,s l?'r 
of the insurance, but I don't know 
if th at is face values, or the 
num ber insured, probably boih. 
So I was interested in a state­ 
m ent the V. F. W. put out a little 
w hile back. About Russia. Fine 
nation, Russia, according to all 
the red-hots, who w ant us to copy 
the comrades, Just so those red- 
promoters don't have to go back 
and live there themselves. The 
V. F. W. figured out how long 
the comrades had to work, in the 
U. S. S. R-, to get a few simple 
Jtema. 
For a park of cigarettes the 
average employee would work 9 
m inutes in the U. S. (less, accord­ 
ing to me) and in Russia, he'd 
work for 2 hours. For a quart 
of milk, he'd work here 10 min 
otea, and in Russia 1 hour and 
IS 
minutes, 
with 
th e 
germs 
thrown in. no eharge. For a pair 
of shoes, the eomrades work 13 
days, compared to the American 
worker's one day, and I can cer­ 
tify, for observation on the spot, 
th a t shoes are scarce, and of in ­ 
ferior quality. Three hours would 


get you a shirt In America; two 
months in the worker's Paradise. 
A winter coat would take 25 
weeks work, and they'd be lim it­ 
ed to the bureaucrats (oh, they 
have them there too) as against 
75 hours here. A car? Broth-er, 
40 weeks In the U. S.: you should 
live so long in the U. S. S. R. 
I rise to remark th at it might 
be a good idea to send some of 
the fellow-travelers over there 
for a time. It might he worth the 
cost. The trouble is, they know 
¡t now— they simply w ant to take 
over the U. S. from the inside, 
and if you watch the trend of 
legislation, you sometimes won­ 
der if they are not getting away 
with it. 
I think it's about tim e for us 
to stand up and say America is 
the strong country, the free coun­ 
try, with the know how', and the 
opportunity, and it’s our coun­ 
try—not Russia.

Also, the Schol­ 
arship program, initiated last 
ypar, and participated in by ihe 
local high and gram m ar school 
students, was voted a continua­ 
tion, with $1.000 votpd for the 
best essay on "What is America's 
Challenge to Her Youth” sub­ 
mitted by any 10th. 11th, or 12th 
grade student. A $250.00 award 
w ill be given for second place. 
$100.00 and $50.00 will bp aw ard­ 
ed for the first and second place 
w inners respectively in the 7th, 
8th and 9th grade contest on the 
subject of “The Signing of the 
Declaration of Independence.” 
For the 4th, 5th and 6th grades, 
an award will be given for the 
best essay on “Abraham Lincoln.” 
Of interest to those not too 
fam iliar with the activities of 
Ihe American Legion Auxiliary 
will be the fact that during the 
1948-49 year the Department of 
California, comprised of many 
units no larger than our own 
Palm Springs organization, sent 
gifts to veterans hospitals val­ 
ued at over $22.700, which does 
not include the gifts sent to vet­ 
erans and veterans fam ilies in 
individual cases.
